NEW DEVALUATION 
UF DOLLAR HINTED 
IN HIGH QUARTERS 


Senator Buckley, After 
Conference With Roose- 
velt, Says Move Is Not 
“Impossibility.” 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—(?)— 
Private presidential discussion of the 
monetary situation today quickened 
speculation that he might eventually 
further devalue the gold dollar to 
attain his announced goal of higher 
prices. 

Senator Bulkley, democrat, Ohio, 
telling reporters on the White House 
(loorstep that he had discussed the 
currency situation with the president, 
declared reluctantly in response . to 
questions that further devaluation was 
not an “impossibility.” 

Later the president talked for an 
hour across the luncheon 
Professor George. F. Warren, of or- 
nell, outstanding exponent of the the- 
ory that the way to increase values 
is to increase the price of gold— 
which means dollar devaluation. 

Markets Respond. 

Meanwhile, the markets had _ re- 
sponded with mild inflationary trem- 
ors to Mr. Roosevelt's feeling that 
values should ascend. The price of 
bar silver showed one of the sharpest 
rises since the passage of the legisla- 
tion which started the administra- 
tion’s determination to acquire more 
of the metal as a currency base. 

For a second straight week, how- 
ever, wholesale commodity prices last 
week continued to decline. 

The Mabor department. reported to- 
‘day that the average level last week 
| was 23.4 per cent below the 1926 av- 
erage, although it stood 28.5 per cent 
above the low point for 1933, the 
werk ended March 4. 

Foods, farm and textile products 
led in the drop, with the former de- 
clining 1 per cent from the previous 
week and meat prices receding 4 per 
cent. 

The fact that Senator Bulkley is 
regarded as: a conservative where 
currency experimentation is concerned 
apparently gave his observation espe- 
cial significance, 

His comment, however, was drawn 
out only by a series of questions by 
reporters. The Ohioan said he per- 
sonally felt that further devaluation 
was not needed and that he most 
assuredly saw no. need for such a 
step at this time. 

Gold Devalued 41 Pet.

Surprised by. Officers at lowa Farm House, 
Outlaw and Companions Escape Under 
Barrage of Bullets. 


MacINTYRE, Iowa, Oct. 11.—(UP) ¢ 
Charles (Pretty Boy) Floyd, notorious 
outlaw of the southwest,” escaped iate 


today from a trap laid by state and 
county authorities near the lowa-Min- 
nesota boundary. 

The outlaw and two companions rec- 
ognized one of the officers of the 
raiding party and escaped into Min- 
nesota after a gun battle. 

Authorities said they were positive 
of Floyd’s identification. 

State Agent Glen Haight and Dep- 
uty Sheriff William Owens, acting 
on a tip from the state bureau of 
investigation, were looking for Floyd 
at a farmhouse when the desperado 
recognized Owen. 

The sheriff's office at Austin, Minn.,

Surprised at their farmhouse hide- 
out, Floyd and his companion jump- 
ed into an automobile and_ tiled 
through a barrage of bullets, some 
of which struck their ear.

DELAY BY COURT 
UF EXTRADITION 


Jurist Fixes Monday To 
Hear Prisoner’s Refuta- 
tion of Charges on Ha- 
beas Corpus Writ. 


NEW YORK. Oct. 11.—@)— 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann staved 
off temporarily today his extradition 
to New Jersey to face trial for the 
abduction and murder of Charles A. 
Lindbergh Jr. 

Over the objections of Jersey pros- 
ecutors, Supreme Court Justice Ern- 
est E. L. Hammer, of the Bronx, 
granted the petition of Detense At- 
torney James M. Fawcett for a hear- 
ing on a writ of habeas corpus. 

The jurist fixed Monday at 11 a. m. 
to hear Hauptmann’s refutation of 
the allegations he went to Hopewell 
the night of March 1, 19382; that he 
snatched Baby Lindbergh from his 
nursery crib; that as a result of this 
kidnaping, the flyer’s first-born died. 

In the interim, the stowaway alien 
will remain under heavy guard in the 
Bronx jail. 

The habeas corpus petition followed 
a round of legal maneuv ering, 

With the opening of the Bronx 
court, District Attorney Samuel Foley 
went before County Judge James M.

Beeause of its lack 
of fat, strips or tiny cubes of salt 
pork used to cover the roast, or cook- 
ed with the stew, make a. delicious 
addition of flavor and fat. 

Avoid strong flavored vegetables 
with veal. Sweet potatoes, squash, 
new -carrois, spinach, celery and cau- 
lifower make excellent vegetable com- 
binations. Apple jelly, currant jelly, 
crab apple or peach’ pickels make 
epicy additions 

Veal Birds. 

Cut veal cutlets into convenient 
pieces and flatten with a potato mash- 
er.

Tobacco Authority for State 
Announces Rulings on 
Cigar Minimums. 


H. D. Eubank, chairman of the 
Georgia tobacco code authority for 
retailers, Thursday announced that 
the order of July 16 for 90 days on 
cigarets has been extended for an 


additional 90 days. The popular 
brands of cigarets will be sold, Eu- 
bank said, on a stabilized price of 
15 cents a package of 20. 

The tobacco code also prohibits 
any consumer from ordering from- 
out-of-state retailers a box of cigars 
or a carton of cigarets at a lower 
price by imposing on the retailer the 
regulation of adding an equal amount 
of the state tax to the price. 

The cigar m@chandising provision 
of the cigar code has been lifted, 
Eubank said, and «the cigar prices 
which are the minimum prices to be 
charged the consumer are placed in- 
side the box lid. These prices are 
to be distributed to the retailers at 
once, 

Eubank said the provision making 
it mandatory to add the state tax 
would place the price of cigars now 
selling at 5 cents each at 6 cents or 
two for 11 cents.

Today Robert Riley, convicted 
young ride-and-rob bandit, faces 
death in the electric chair at Mil- 
ledgeville because he, like so dis- 
‘tressingly many other youths dur- 
ing recent years, failed to realize 
the truthfulness of the warning that 
“crime does not pay.” 

There can be but one end to the 
path of law violation. Sooner or 
later retribution in keeping with 
the crimes committed comes to 
those who, for whatever -reason, 
prefer to prey on others as an 
easier way to secure a living than 
through honest toil. 

The most unfortunate phase of 
the increase in crime in the United 
States during the past decade has 
been the lure of lawlessness for the 
youth of the land. There have been 
few mature criminals, even the 
most revolting offenses against law 
and order having been generally 
perpetrated by young men still in 
their early twenties. 

Such was the case with Robert 
Riley. Of attractive appearance, 
and evidently not of vicious char- 
acter, he nevertheless chose to take 
the path which leads to degrada- 
tion and death.

THE TRAIL CLUB MEETING 

The fifth annual meeting of the 
Georgia Appalachian Trail Club, to 
be held at Cloudland on October

burly of ordinary life. 

Benton MacKaye, of Shirley Cen- 
ter, Mass., who conceived the idea 
of the trail club more than 30 years 
ago, will attend the forthcoming 
meeting of the Georgia branch of 
the national organization. There is 
already assured for the meeting a 
large attendance of nature lovers. 

The Appalachian Trail Club has 
30 local organizations in 14 states, 
Stretching from Georgia to Maine. 
The Georgia organization was 
formed in Dahlonega in 1930 with 
40 members and has steadily in- 
creased in size. 

The purposes of the club are 
twofold: the organization of hiking 
expeditions for its members, and 
the exploring, marking and meas- 
uring of trails through the moun- 
tain sections of the state. The 
Georgia branch does not confine its 
activities to the link of the Ap- 
palachian trail in this state, but is 
gradually building up a network of 
trails, marked with signs giving ac- 
curately measured distances. The 


voluminous data on available camp 
sites, springs and instructions for 
reaching the starting points of 
hikes by automobile. It is pro- 
posed to construct. permanent 
structures along the trails for the. 
use of overnight hikers. 

The club has published a valu- 
able guide to the mountains of 
north Georgia, in addition to mark- 
ing the entire length of the Appa- 
lachian trail in the state. The trail 
begins at Mount Oglethorpe, near 
Tate, and extends for more than 
2,000 miles along the backbone 
of the various mountain ranges 
Stretching to the Canadian border 
through the Atlantic coastal states.

Without thinking, they 
destroyed a priceless art treasure.

Setting out on my morning consti- 
tutional the other day, I noticed that 
a change had taken place in the land- 
scape overnight. On the building op- 
posite the house where I dwell great 
blue posters had been affixed during 
the hours of darkness, which stated 
as follows: “Die for France? Any 
time. Die for the Jewish internation- 
ale? Never. The Jewish bankers of 
the world, working together with Mos- 
cow, want to plunge humanity into 
war. We will prevent this crime. 
The Jews must leave France. Only 
Frenchmen are entitled to eat French 
bread !”” 

There were quite a few people who 
stood reading this diatribe with me, 
which comes under the heading of 
anti-Semitism, which Bebel once call- 
ed “the socialism of damned fools.” 
The charge is too absurd to require 
refutation among decent people who 
think. Nevertheless, the demagog- 
uery of it is apparent. Even if the 
few Jews in France were sent out— 
and, of course, most of them are not 
bankers at all, but small shopkeep- 
ers—the situation would not change 
a whit. If there were no Jews in the 
world, the situation would not be 
different. When a crisis comes, the 
thing is to face it resolutely and cour- 
ageously and to apply the remedies 
which the situation requires, as our 
president is doing. 

It would be a sad day for the 
United States of America when, in- 
stead of allowing the chief of state to 
work out his program, the matter of 
settling the economic unsettledness to 
a group or groups who have nothing 
better to offer us than turn anger, 
worked up into hatred, against this 
or that racial or religious minority. 
The resulting chaos would only be the 
bigger.

News Behind the News 


PRICES WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Those in the know here think 

that President Roosevelt’s promise of a reasonable in- 
crease in prices is the most important news that has come out of 
the White House in months, 

The casual way in which it was made heightened the tremendous 
implications behind it. 

No one needed a spyglass to see that it meant the NeW Dealers 
are resuming a technique they dropped last spring. Until then they 
had all been predicting higher prices. It helped business. If con- 
sumers believe prices are going up, they will buy. And when a 
president promises higher prices, the consumers are very likely to 
take his word for it, especially when that president has all the 
powers Mr. Roosevelt now has to make his prophecy come true. 

The drouth and the price boosting results of the NRA were 
supposed to have been the cause of Mr. Roosevelt putting the price 
question in the ice box about six months ago. 

The fact that he is bringing it out now is more than a hint 
that he is going to warm up the cold potatoes, and—what is more 
important—that he will throw some more lard on the skillet. 


PIG FAT What kind of lard it will be is not hard to guess. It 

could be further gold devaluation or silver devalua- 
tion. Both have to come some time. The logical thing to do 
would be to devalue the silver dollar to the same extent that the 
gold dollar has been devalued. 

That would net the treasury a cool theoretical profit of $1,800,- 
000,000, aside from its hypodermic effect on business. 

Then the president would be free to squeeze about nine cents 
more out of both the gold and silver dollars at any later time when 
he may think it advisable to create a fresh restrained inflationary 
psychology. 


TALK But those things are really not immediately important. 

The big thing is that the White House has revived the 
talk about such things. -That will do more to stimulate buying 
than any subsequent monetary legerdemain. 

The mere fact that the president lets it be known that he thinks 
prices should be higher will make prices higher. Indirectly it tells 
people to buy now and avoid higher prices later. That increases 
demand, and an increased demand will automatically increase prices, 
for, regardless of all you have heard from the theorists, the good 
old law of supply and demand is still in effect. 

And don’t think the White House did not know that when it 
let the price statement out. 


WARNING Another hidden point in Mr. Roosevelt’s clever 

strategy is that he selected the most opportune time 
of the year for the price warmover. This is buying season, not only 
for individuals, but for business houses. 

But one thing should not be forgotten, It is that Mr. Roose- 
velt wants a reasonable advance within reasonable ground. lf 
profiteers take advantage of the situation for gentle extortions, they 
will merely be killing their own game because the president will 
undoubtedly then be compelled to put the price policy back in the 
cooler. 


HINT’ One of the foremost New Dealers recently gave out ad- 
vance copies of an important speech and then sent out 

word to eliminate a paragraph of it. This paragraph ridiculed the 
idea that the government could or would curtail expenses. 

Insiders say the elimination was not suggested by Mr. Roose- 
velt personally. Apparently, the president did not read the speech, 
but someone able to speak for him did, and advised the change. 

That is another indication that things are going to be different 
after election. 


B. M. T. The New Dealers who rule the securities exchanges 

chuckled with glee when a Boston public utility re- 
cently applied for a government o.k. on its financing. It was a 
case just exactly like that of the Brooklyn-Manhattan Transit in 
New York, but the Bostonians chose to submit rather than fight. 
The case involved $20,000,000 of Edison electric securities, all of 
which are owned by Bostonians. The company pointed out that it 
cost $12,000 to prepare the application. The financing unques- 
tionably will be approved within 20 days. 

The amusing point about it is that the Bostonians decided to 
pay the New Deal price, while the New Yorkers will spend many 
times $12,000 fighting. It is cheaper to submit than to protest. 
NOTES Mr. Roosevelt’s talk on prices certainly was a delicate 

advance warning to the American Bankers’ Association 
that they need not expect a stabilization speech from him.

Dreamers in this and other lands have made numerous attempts to 
establish and maintain ideal communities, free of want and greed and 
competition. Soon or late, all of these plans failed. They contained 
within themselves the seed of their own destruction. 

Brazil attempted to fix the price of coffee, England the price of rub- 
ber, America the price of cotton. Each attempt failed—more or less dis- 
astrously. Each plan contained elements that made it self-destructive. 

Idealistic and artificial schemes of life seem to promise success be- 
cause part of the elements that will affect them are overlooked, but 
always there are hidden elements that will destroy them. 

Consider the matter of disarmament. Since the war is wholly evil, 
it would seem the decent and logical thing to disarm. But if America 
should do it, other and smaller nations would quickly find some cause 
of offensé and land troops to loot the country. 

Thus a plan inherently righteous and reasonable becomes foolish and 
evil because it is not universal. 

The same truth applies to the Christian life. While the Christian 
way of living is unnatural, in that it requires the suppression of natural 
impulses and passions, all men realize that it would solve the world’s 
problems and make earth a paradise. Yet the few dare not live it, for 
they would be sheep among wolves—stripped of their last penny and 
left to beg or starve. 

The only plan or way of life that can succeed in a hard world is one 
that takes account of realities—of human weakness and selfishness and 
greed. 

Some of the schemes included in the New Deal were emergency 
measures that necessity required. Right or wrong, they were the less 
of two evils. Millions of jobless must somehow be fed to avert red ruin. 
The schemes worked, in spite of being arbitrary and artificial, because 
they were designed to offset and overcome an artificial condition. 

But soon or late America must learn that no artificial plan can be 
permanently good. It violates natural law. It can’t work because those 
it affects adversely will not play ball—and no power can overcome pas- 
Sive resistance. 

Selfish desire is the dominant motive in every man’s life, and no 
economic or political scheme can endure unless it is based on that mo- 


tive. If you doubt it, wait and see.

RIOTS IN TWO CITIES 
STAGED BY YUGOSLAVS 
BELGRADE, Oct. 11.—(#)—Smoul- 
dering anti-Italian feeling flared at 
two places in Yugoslavia today as 


this southern Slav country, waiting to 
bury its martyred king, decided that 
he shall be known to history as “King 
Alexander I, heroic and knightly uni- 
fier of Yugoslavia. 


To protest his assassination at Mar- 
Tuesday, Yugoslavs_ rioted 
against Italy and Sarajevo, the city 
in which Archduke Franz Ferdinand’s 
assassination touched off the World 
War, and at Ljubljana. 


The Sarajevo rioters stoned the 
Italian consulate and the Croatian So- 
ciety building, while the plant of the 
Croat newspaper at Osiek was sacked 
by mobs. 


An employe of the Italian consulate 
was severely pummeled but not se- 
riously injured by crowds at Ljubljana 
that had just learned of Alexander's 


death. 
Police Interfere. 

Police interfered to protect the Ital- 
ian as the crowd hooted Italy deri- 
sively, and escorted him home. 

Authorities here and at Ljubljana 
denied that the Italian official ac- 
tually had been manhandled or that 
there had been public demonstrations 
with speeches against Italy. 

Dr. Ivan Marushich, governor of 
Slovenia province of which Ljubljana 
is the capital, said: 

“Yugoslavia’s relations with Italy 
are so delicate that our authorities 
would never permit for a moment any 
manifestations or unfriendly speeches 
toward our neighbor Italy.” 

Yougoslavia’s decision to honor her 
dead king for his efforts to tighten 
the bonds tying Serbs, Croats, Slo- 
venes and other races into one na- 
tion was taken at today’s session of 
the national parliament. Enthusias- 
tic acclaim greeted it. 

It was recalled that ‘Alexander's 
father, King Peter, is known as “King 
Peter the Liberator.” 

Young Peter’s proclamation as king 
to replace his father was made today 
by both houses of parliament sitting 
as a national assembly, in a scene 
of sadness and silence. 

Individual Oaths Taken. 

Each member of parliament took 
an individual oath to uphold the king’s 
constitution and the law, while Prince 
Paul, of Yugoslavia, head of the re- 
gency that will rule for Peter, watch- 
ed, pale and nervous. | 

Prolonged and excited cheers greet- 
ed Paul as he told parliament simply, 
after swearing faithfully to serve his 
country and preserve its unity: 

“Thank you for your confidence. I 
think you have not made a mistake 
in me. 


FRENCH POLICE TRAIL 
VAST TERRORIST RING

PAR S, Oct. 11.—A vast interna- 
tional terrorist ring’ was trailed by 
French secret police today as Min- 
ister of the Interior Albert Sarraut 
resigned after sharp criticism of police 
failure to, protect King Alexander at 
Marseille ,Tuesday. 

That the 10 shots Petrus Kalemen 
fired still echoed through Europe was 
evidence when Yugoslavs staged anti-

bert Sarraut’s resignation was expect- 
ed to be only the first of official heads 
that will roll in consequence of the 
tragedy. 

Eleven-year-old King Peter II, of 
Yugoslavia, accompanied by his_wid- 
owed mother, Queen Marie, left Paris 
for Belgrade tonight to be crowned 
king in his father’s stead. 

The heaviest guard in recent years 
was given the young king for his de- 
parture. 

French police were firmly convinced 
an international terrorist outfit was 
back of Alexander’s assassination and 
officials of the surete nationale an- 
nounced they were steadily drawing 
the net around suspected accomplices 
of Kalemen, 

Murder Solution Foreseen. 

A chain of evidence already in the 
hands of police led them to believe 
they would be able to solve the mur- 
der of the Yugoslav king. 

At Annemasse, France, police grilled 
two men—Wladislav Benes and Yaro- 
slay Novack, who said they were born 
on territory then Austrian but now 
Ttalian—bellevine they were accom- 
plices of Kalemen, but said they got 
from them only denials and the bare 
admission that they “might have met 
Kalemen in Paris.” 

At Marseille lay the bruised body 
of the murderer, whose death-dealing 
instrument—a new type of machine 
gun pistol capable of firing 280 shots 
a minute—took the lives of Alexander, 
Barthou and two other persons and 
resulted in his own summary execu- 


tion. 
Real Identity Mystery. 

The real identity of the man was 
still cloaked in mystery, although the 
Annemasse police were convinced the 
two men they questioned knew Kale- 
men and were linked with Balkan 
terrorists. 

In the forest of Fontainebleau 
armed posses of gendarmes and gardes 
mobiles were steadily closing in on 
still another suspect believed trapped 
in that ancient royal hunting ground. 

Arrest of this third man, identified 
by papers he let fall when police 
seized him once before as Sylvester 
Chalny, was confidently expected be- 
fore morning. 

‘An official of the surete nationale 
tonight admitted that Kalemen’s iden- 
tity still was unknown. 

Passport Proved False. 

His passport bearing that name has 
been proved definitely false, he said. 
A hotel keeper in Paris said he rec- 
ognized the photograph published in 
newspapers as that of one Rudolph

Major General Harbord 
Says All Future Wars 
‘Will Be Won in Dirt.’ 


ABOARD S. S. QUEEN OF BER- 
MUDA, EN ROUTE TO BERMUDA, 
Oct. 11.—()—Major General James 
G. Harbord, former army chief of 
staff, urged tonight against develop- 
ing aircraft on a “pipe dream” pro- 
gram and declared “all wars have 
been won and all wars will be won 
in the dirt.” 

“Decisive warfare is fundamentally 
the same today,” he said, “as it was 


before the spectacular development of 
weapons euch as the catapult, fire- 
arms, the submarine, the tank and 
aircraft.

solid basis for evefy consideration of 
military problems. It is that every 
war must be won—finally—by send- 
ing men into enemy territory—and 
holding it. 

“No great nation will ever be sub- 
dued so long as it has fighting men 
with their feet on solid earth ready 
and able to repulse an invading force. 
» «- »« No air armada has yet flown 
whose personnel could not be run in 
by the municipal police if it landed 
in hostile territory.” 

The former chief of staff, now

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 11.—(P) 
Two suits attacking validity of the 
$1,000 federal excise tax on beer deal- 
ers in dry states were before United 
States district courts in Alabama to- 
night.

The activities of law eniprcrann | 
agencies throughout Kentucky, proud | 
state of beautiful women and __fine| 
horses, reached fever pitch tonight as 
Mayor Neville Miller and Governor 
Ruby Laffoon ordered every resource 
thrown into the manhunt.

Authorities had a fairly clear-cut 
description of the criminal, provided 
by Mrs. Fowler Woolet, 17, a maid 
in the Stoll home, who was gagged 
and tied to a chair by the man. 

He was hatless, of pale complexion 
with noticeably bright red lips, be- 
tween 30 and 35 years old, about five 
feet, cight inches tall and wearing a 
dark suit with pin stripes. 

Police said the man’s pallor may 
have been due to recent imprison- 


ment. 
Crime Strikes Terror. 

The crime struck terror to the 
southern metropolis. It was the third 
major kidnaping of a woman in the 
United States, the others being the 
ransom abduction of Mary McElroy 
and Nell Donnelly in Kansas City. 

Simultaneous with the announce- 
ment of Harold Nathan, assistant di- 
rector for the division of investigation 
of the department of justice, that his 
men would withdraw came a statement 
from the family that no further in- 
formation would be given out.

URGES INSURANCE 
FOR AGED, JOBLESS

Frey, of Washington, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor reso- 
lutions committee, declare the eco- 
nomic welfare of the country ‘“de- 
pends more on an even distribution 
through wages of the new economic 
wealth created than it does on any- 
thing else.” 
Fair Competition. 

Ketablishment of an international 
code of fair competition, Dr. Harold E, 
Butler, of Geneva, director of the in- 
ternational labor office, told the meet- 
ing, is necessary to bring about world 
industrial recovery. 

The executive council's report re- 
garding dependent children, old age, 
sickness and compensation for work- 
ers without jobs, sections of which 
were unanimously opposed by the con- 
vention, said: 

“Our emergency relief program 
would be simpler if we had adequate 
provisions for mothers’ pensions. 

‘Mothers’ pension laws exist in 46 
states but they are obviously inade- 
quate in Coverage and provisions. We 
should endeavor to improve these 
laws and secure the enactment of the 
best standards in all states and terri- 
tories.” 

Concerning old age pension meas- 
ures, the council’s report said in part: 

“We find that in October, 19385, 
nearly half a million persons over 65 
years were in receipt of emergency 
unemployment relief. This figure 
represents only a small proportion of 
the dependent aged... . 

Inadequate Provisions. 

“A number of more or less inade- 
quate provisions have been establish- 
ed for the older groups—military pen- 
sions, union old age benefits, indus- 
trial pensions, provide incomes for a 
— benevolent homes, church 
omes, union homes, poor houses pro- 
vide subsistence for others. ... 

“Organized society has begun to as- 
sume a social responsibility that will 
put provisions for the civilian aged 


}on an honorable basis comparable with 


pensions for those who have given 
military service. ... 

“Old age pension laws exist in 28 
states. The American Federation of

The trou- 
ble with doing this work yourself, 
and at home, is that you. are likely 
to be careless. Going out to a party 
you break the skin to remove one of 
the tiny pests, then without putting 
on any antiseptic, you pile on 
makeup, and perhaps get an _ infec- 
tion. I don’t want to be responsible 
for mistakes of this kind, so I give 
you the best possible advice, which 
is to have the work done in a beauty 
parlor. If you are sure you can do 
it, be very sure that you put a pad 
of cotton wet with boric acid or perox- 
ide of hydrogen on the spot and keep 
it there for a few minutes. Then let 
the spot cool and dry before apply- 
ing cream and makeup. 

Inquiries about whiteheads are 
many, They are much less likely to 
recur and are easier to handle than 
the blackheads. They consist of tiny 
bits of. fatty material which have 
been caught under a tough or hard- 
ened bit of the skin and couldn’t get 
outside. They harden and become 
what are called whiteheads. To re- 
move them you break the skin and 
press them out, and while they are 
not as a rule very deep, I would pro- 
ceed the same as with the other objec- 
tionable particles—use cotton and an 
antiseptic after removal. It is so 
to play safe with skin abra- 


that no woman should neglect these 
precautions. 

I have found that I can keep 
blackheads away by being sure to 
use a foundation cream after giving 
cleaning and cold 
cream massage. I harp on thé idea, 
because I know the foundation cream 
holds the makeup and keeps it out 
of the pores which have been more or 
less sealed with it after being filled 
with cold cream. It’s plain common 


sense to expect that pores filled with 


cold cream and then daubed with

With the hosannas of a loyal stu-

There was a final scrimmage at the 
Rose Bowl field yesterday, largely 
for the purpose of tightening the de- 
fense, which was weak against Vandy, 
and a final check-up after it was over 
revealed all of the varsity men in 
good physical conditon for the battle. 


STARTING TEAM. 


Coach William Alexander, having 
vouchsafed earlier in the week that he 
planned to start Jack Phillips at 
fullback, will be able to throw a first 
rate lineup against the Dukes for the 
first time in a game this season, 


Phillips was out of the Clemson 
game entirely and «id not start against 
Vanderbilt. The Wilcoxes in the tine 
and Perkerson in the backfield were 
not in top playing condition. But for 
the game with Duke, as far as can 
be found, there is nothing wrong 
with anyone. 


The Dukes, of course, are aroused 
to a revengeful peak for this game, 
since last year the Techs knocked 
the Blue Devils, of Wallace Wade, 
out of what they thought was a cinch 
Rose Bowl invitation by taking them, 
6 to 0, in the last game on pboth 
teams’ schedule. 

Not only that, but Tech bottled up 
the Messrs. Cornelius and Cox, the 
vaunted hacks in the Duke attack, 
fairly well during most of the affray 
at Grant field. 


VERY HUMILIATING. 


All of this, of course, was very 
humiliating to the proud football fol- 
lowers of the south’s richest institu- 
tion. And they have never quite swal- 
lowed the fact that Tech, a team with 
a mark of below .500 in winnings at 
the. time. knocked their team out of 
a Rose Bow] invitation and thereby 
spoiled a great season. 


Judging from the commentaries in 
the North Carolina press, that sec- 
tion is reeking with over-confidence for 
Duke in this game. Jake Wade, the 
capable sports observer of the Char- 
lotte Observer, suggests Duke by three 
touchdowns. And Jake is known as 
a conservative sports observer. 


The Tech men, while admitting that 
Duke has a great halfback in “Corky” 
Cornelius, the pass receiver and pitch- 
er par excellence, a good running full- 
back in Alexander and a promising 
sophomore in Parker to carry the ball, 
not to mention a great line, they are 
not willing to accept the three touch- 
down theory. The Tech players, on 
the other hand. are mentally and 
physically keyed for their best game 
of the. year and again they would like

Lag 

That little word Lagomorpha has 
a simple meaning. It implies noth- 
ing more or less than “‘rabbit-like”’ and 
thereby included the rabbits, the hares, 
and the pikas. We have no pikas 
nor hares, but we do have the rabbits. 
How many? Let's see. There is the 
eastern cottontail, Sylvilagus _ flori- 
danus mallurus, and the Oklahoma 
cottontail, S. m. alacer, and the swamp 
rabbits such as Sylvilagus aquaticus 
and S. palustris. That makes four spe- 
cies of rabbits in our state. 

The mapping of the range of the 
swamp rabbits is bothering some mam- 
malogists no end. I have in my files 
half a dozen letters urging me to make 
some effort to determine the range of 
that species. I have no time at the 
present to undertake the problem, be- 
ing pressed for time with other mat- 
ters such as the reptile show and my 
own research. Yet I have a plan that 
would work no hardship on anyone. 

If you hunters who are going here 
and there after the bounding cotton- 
tails would cut off the skulls, remov- 
ing the skin, and allow the flesh to 
dry. tagging each skull with the lo- 
cality (just the county will do) sa 
that we can tell where the specimen 
is from,’ then communicate with me, 
we will be getting places. I can then 
arrange for the shipping of the skulls 
and the matter will be definitely and 
accurately determined. 


I am going to urge Fred Barka- 
low and Frank Schnell to take over 
this problem, although it is doubtful 
just how effective this urging will be. 

Here in Georgia the -cottoncails 
are the poorest of game, genefally 
considered, although I know some 
hunters will fly at my throat for 
making.such a statement. We should 
consider the action of some of the 
northern states, which import rab- 
bits from the south and west by the 
thousands in order to replenish their 
game supply and give the game birds 
a buffer between themselves and the 
predatory mammals. Foxes, you 
know, will not trouble to catch game 
birds where rabbits occur in some 
numbers. Therefore it is to the in- 
terest of the fox hunters and the 
quail hunters to see that the rabbits 
get the proper protection and en- 
couragement. 

These animals are extremely pro- 
lific and actual records indicate that 
young can be found anyt)me in the 
-year. All they ask is a- bit of cover 
and a bit of food and they are ready 
to set ap housekeeping. Consider the 
enemies of the rabbits, will you? 
Hawks, owls, foxes, weasels, wolves 
(of which there are none in our 
state), and as one writer has stated 
it, any carnivorous mammal capable 


of catching it. How would you like 
to have all that against you?

The progress of the Houde case 
has heen watched closely by leaders 
of organized labor and industry. The 
issue Was precipitated by the demand 
of members of the United: Auto Work- 
ers’ Union. affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, of the right

LONDON, Oct. 11.—(7)—All hope 
of reconciliation between King Carol 
of Rumania and his former wife, 
Princess Helen, was abandoned today 
when it was learned King George 
had refused the pleas of Carol’s moth- 
er to intervene, 

The Dowager Queen Marie of Ru- 
mania left for France yesterday, ac- 
companying Yugoslavia's new 11-year- 
old King Peter, having failed in her 
mission to convince King George that 
the time was come to forgive Carol 
for his indiscretions. 

_One of the main qbjects of Marie’s 
visit to London was understood to 
have been to pave the way for a rec- 
onciliation between Carol and Helen. 
To accomplish this the aneen felt the 
British monarch must first be won 
over, so that Carol and Helen might 
both be invited to the wedding of the 
Duke of Kent and Princess Marina 
of London next month. 

This, Marie believed, would result 
ultimately in a reunion between Ru- 
— king and his divorced con- 

rt. 

King George, however, was under- 
stood to have maintained a stern at- 
titude toward Carol, frankly telling 
Queen Marie that her son, by con- 
tinuing to maintain his friendship 
with Mme. Magda Lupescu—was not 
only undermining the Rumanian 
dynasty but causing his country irre- 
parable harm and casting discredit in- 
directly upon the other royal houses 
to which he is related. 

The king was said to have taken 
occasion to point out that Carol's 
harsh treatment of Helen, for whom 
the British ruler is known to have a 
high regard, and deep sympathy, was 
nothing shd@rt of scandalous.

By Zurich Scientist, Says Magazine 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—(4)—The first 
artificial production of the inale sex 
hormone was announced today by 
Professor 1. Ruzicka, of Zurich, in
